The Commons likewife, ina grand Committee on the 
Supply, came to feveral Refolutions thereon, and to be 
reported on Monday, and the Committee to fit again on 
Wednefday. 

Advice is come, that a Spanith Ship from Cadiz for 
Buenos Ayres, is taken by 2 of our Men of War, faidto 
be worth 70000 !. A Ship from Rochel for Hifpaniola 
is taken and carried into Lisbon. 

The French knowing that we fhall a& againft them 
with Vigour ths Year, ieem, according to tome Relati- 
ons, inclined upon bringing about a Peace, but we fhall 
not part with Cape Breton. 

From the Gewcral Evening Poft, March t. 

Paris, Feb. 25. Soon after the Arrival of the Count de 
Alba at this Court, the Prince of Campo Florido difap- 
peared, and ’tis faid is gone for Vienna; and that the 
Marfhal Belleitle is either gone t» Madrid or England, 
but it is generally fuppofed to the laft, which has raifed 
our Aétions confiderably. 

Bruffels, March 3. Yctterday in the Evening an Ex- 
prefs arrived from Verfailles with important Difpatches 
tor C. Saxe, on which the Generals who were fetting out 
to join the Army, received Orders tocontinue here. ’Tis 
faid this Courier brings Advice, that the Propofitions 
made by the Count de Waffenaer have not proved dif- 
agreeable at Court. Webhear thatthe greateft part of the 
Froae onthe Mofelle are march‘ugtothis Country; fo 
that we fhall havean Army of 120,000 Men, in cafe the 
War continues. 

Newport, March ¢. On the 3d five Tranfports, with 
anumerous Body of Troops, tiiled from Dunkirk for 
Scotland. The next Day Berwick’s Regiment embark- 
ed at the fame Place, in order to put to Sea to Day, as 
will feveral Veffels trom Oltend.

Rothes’s, Cope’s, 
and the Scots Greys, are faid to be difembarked again in 
Holland. 

The Letter from Plymouth is come to Hand, but we beg 
to be excufed injerting it, becanfe we apprehend the Con- 
tents may be of more Prejudice than Service. 

From the London Evening Poft, March 1. 

Milan, Feb. 2c. The 18th Inttant the Spaniards broke 
Ground before our Citadel, and the befieged made a very 
brisk Fire on their Workmen. The Befiegers, who have 
already finifhed one Battery, have received 46 Battering 
Pieces, with 12 Mortars; and five Patteraroes, and ex- 
peat 80 Pieces in all. 

Antwerp, March 7. The Theatre in this City, one of 
the fineft in the Netherlands, was burnt down tu the 
Ground laft Thurfday Night, and fome contiguous Builds 
ings very much damaged by this dreadful Fire. Mar- 
fhal Saxe fet out laft Saturday for Paris. The Imperial 
Troops have entred Louvain again; and by the Difpofi- 
tions of the French, we judge the Siege of Namure is the 
next thing they will takein Hand.. 

Utrecht, March 8, Our laft Letters from Turin, which 
are dated the 20th Inftant, leave us in Sufpence as to the 
Succefs of the French and Spanifh Negotiators at that 
Court. 

Paris, Feb. 28. Itis given out here, that the Court has 
received Advice that the Marquis de Firmacon, Liecute- 


nant General, is fafely «rrived in Scotland with a Body ~ 


of Troops; and that the Squadron which fuiled from 
Donkirk about a Fortnight ago has likewife reached one 
of the Ports of that Kingdom.

The HISTORY of Evrore, 
From the WESTMINSTEX FOURNAL. 

The military, Preparations of the Court of Petersburg 
give Umbrage to the neighbouring Powers. It is fai, 
they have confiderably alarmed even the Turks. 

Atthe fame time, we are told from Vienna of Jealon- 
fics there conceived aga‘nit thote Enemies of Chriltianity, 
which ooliges the Emprefs Qucen to fend a good part of 
her Troops to guard her Eattern Frontiers. 

No body can yet tell what are the Defigns of the King 
of Pruffia, but moft Accounts reprefenat him as favour- 
ably inclin’d to the Enemies of France. It has been hint- 
‘ed, that he has a View of the Stadtholderthip of the Uni- 
ted Provinces, which, if beltow’d upon hin, will add 
Strength bothto him and the Repubd!'c. 

The 12000 Saxons are not yet in Motion, nor will 
they be, it is taid, ll sooo }. are feat to Drefien to 
give thein Aét vity. 

A Negotiation is talked of for 9200 more Heffiins to 
be taken intothe Pay of Great Britain. But th’s is foften’d 
by the Report, that no national Troops are to go over to 
the Netherlands, 

Count Lowendahl is advanced with a large Body of 
Troops towards the Frince of Waldeck, waolt Rein- 
forcements Were not at all come up whe we laft heard 
from him. This mikes it probable that we thall toon 
hear of an Action, or a Retrcat on the Side of the Confe- 
derates, to avoid one till a better Opportun'ty. 

A final Refolutioa has been {0 long expected from the 
States General, that there is no Ead in forming Conje- 
ures on that Subject. But the'r tempor'ting does not 
feem to do them any Service, tince they are more and 
more expofed to Infults from the Power that has fo long 
court.d and flattered them. 

As to the State of Affairs in Italy, itis to no Purpofe 
to fay any thing of their Situation, tll we are {tright ia 
one Art’cle that has been given inth's Week from France. 
, If the King of Sardinia has made b's Peace with the 
Houfe of Boureon, all the Expence in tiat Quarter has 
been thrown away, and the linperial Reintorcements 
might as well have ftaid in Germany. Bat ths ought not 
to be believ’d till we have ittrom bettur Authority.
